Appleton, Wis., Aug. 17.— The Inter­ 
national Paper company Is behind the 
print paper merger which Is now being 
brought to a successful close. 
This 
much was given out by a manufacturer 
who stands high In the paper trade 
and who has mills that will enter the 
merger. 
The Informant goes 
further than 
that. 
He says that every print paper, 
manila 
filler, 
sulphite and 
ground 
plant 
in Wisconsin, 
Minnesota and 
Michigan will be taken into the gigan­ 
tic company. 
He says that options 
are now held on practically all of the 
mills. 
He added that within twelve 
months the International Paper com­ 
pany, which was incorporated under 
the laws of the state of New York in 
February, 1898, with 
u n au th orized 
capital stock of $118,000,0<>^*will con­ 
trol tho print 
paper market 
of the 
United States. 
To do tlA 
the com­ 
pany will expend from $39,ODO,OOO to 
$60,000,000 in buying up the plants in 
tho Middle West.

“Tim department, since I have been 
at its head, has never taken proceed­ 
ings to enforce 
the law s 
without a 
very careful preliminary investigation 
to determine whether there was good 
reason to believe that the laws had 
been violated. 
Moreover, it has con­ 
sistently 
and 
frequently 
overlooked 
m erely formal violations of law or of- 
fensi s attended 
with trivial 
conse­ 
quences and has invariably refused.to 
intervene in such eases 
when there 
w as any reason to suppose that its in­ 
tervention was desired to further pri­ 
vate ends. 
“If the ground of complaint against 
the department Is that it proposes to 
punish prominent and wealthy men or 
corporations having vast amounts of 
capital and engaged in very extensive 
business when 
these are 
shown to 
have been wilfull and persistent law 
breakers on a great 
scale and with 
crave injury to the 
purposes of the 
law. 
I must admit 
that these 
com­ 
plaints 
are well 
founded. 
That is 
precisely what the department of jus­ 
tice is trying to fin and while T remain 
ifs very unworthy head, will coft tin ue 
to do. so far as it can.”

Brainerd has a brick 
operation near the old 
Schwartz yard in the northern part of 
town. 
While the Brainerd Commercial Club 
of this city has been laboring for the 
past six months in considering proposi­ 
tions from outside parties who wish to 
establish industries of various kinds in 
this city, a company has been formed 
by Brainerd men who have quietly pro­ 
ceeded to work and without a request 
for a bonus, 
or aid of any kind from 
the citizens of the city, have established 
a business that is furnishing work to a 
considerable number of men and is 
turning out a product that at one time 
in years gone by bore a reputation for 
superior excellence. The’Bralnerd Brick 
Company instituted by Albert Angel 
and Swan Peterson, both citizens of 
this city, 
have established and are 
working a brickyard in Northeast Brain­ 
erd, on which an investment of $7,000 
has been made, 
$3,(HK) of w’hich has 
been expended by them since May 1st. 
The company is greatly in need of a 
side 
track, 
which 
could 
be 
laid on the very level land immediate­ 
ly above the yard at a nominal ex­ 
pense and it might be well for the 
Commercial Club of this city to use 
theis efforts in assisting the company 
to secure one. 
The drying yard of the company is at 
the foot of liie hill and extends to the 
bank of the river with an elevation 
above the water of about six feet. 
At 
a little greater elevation, is the “ Mar­ 
tin” brick machine, which is capable of 
turning out 20,OOO perfectly moulded 
brick per day when run to its fullest 
capacity. 
Most of the clay, of which 
an unlimited quantity is in sight, 
is 
moist enough for grinding and mould­ 
ing, owing to the percolation through 
the clay bed of numerous small veins of 
water, but should the clay become too 
dry at any time water can be turned in­ 
to the machine from a tank built in the 
bank above. 
A. G. Anderson is mana­ 
ger of the works and is a brickmaker 
of ability. 
He is now burning a kiln of 
about 175,000, which will be ready to 
market next week. 
The company intend to turn out the 
same high grade of brick which have 
stood the test of years in the walls of 
the first-built portion of the Northern 
Pacific shops, the First National Bank 
building and oldest built part of the 
Brainerd high school.

The Chicago and Alton Accused of 
Confiscating Other Roads. 


W ashington, 
Aug. 17.—A 
unique 
complaint was filed with 
the inter­ 
state commerce commission Friday in 
which tho Chicago and Alton Railroad 
company Is charged with having prac­ 
tically confiscated three other road* 
which now form a part of tile Chicago 
and Alton system. 
The complainant is John B. Mannin 
of New York city, 
a minority stock­ 
holder in the Louisiana and Missouri 
River railroad, and 
the defendants 
are tile Chicago 
and Alton 
and the 
Louisiana and Missouri River roads. 
Mannin alleges that 
he holds 123 
shares of the common and -"I shares 
of the preferred stock of the Louisiana 
and Missouri 
River road 
and that 
with the exception of 313 shares of the 
common and 167 shares of the pre­ 
ferred stock, the Chicago and Alton 
owns the entire capital stock of the 
road, which amounts to $1,010,000 of 
preferred and $2,312,000 of common 
stock. 
He asserts that after the Chi­ 
cago 
and Alton 
had acquired 
this 
stock, it “entered into pretended lease 
with itself,’’ by which it “pretended to 
lease to itself the 101 m iles of rail­ 
road and 
equipment owned 
bv the 
Louisiana and Missouri 
River Rail­ 
road company 
at a price 
and upon 
terms which 
practically confiscated 
and destroyed the property rights and 
values of your petitioner.” 
It is alleged that the only compensa­ 
tion paid for this 
property by the 
Chicago and Alton is converting the 
earnings and surplus of the smaller 
road “to exaggerate and show up the 
earnings of the 
Chicago and Alton 
Railroad 
com pany:’’ that the 
com­ 
plainant has been denied access to the 
books of the road in order 
that he 
might protect his interests. 
He there­ 
fore asks the commission to obtain an 
accounting of the Louisiana and Mis­ 
souri River road since 1871 and to af­ 
ford 
him 
such 
relief 
as 
may 
be 
deemed just and equitable.
